Caldwell was in Washing- 
ton, D.C., last week on a trip 
that included a sit-down 
meeting with top officials in 
the Federal Transit Adminis- 
tration, and he returned to 
Honolulu to draft a letter 
urging the rail authority 
board to “better understand 
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and monitor” some critical 
issues. 

“The board should require 
HART to cease making prom- 
ises to the public of an artifi- 
cial starting date of rail 
service,” Caldwell said in the 
letter dated Wednesday, re- 
ferring to Robbins’ proposal 
to launch rail in October. 

“Internally, the city’s target 
date is December 2020, but

Lamar Alexander's 
decision could bring 
the trial to a swift end

WASHINGTON >> Republi- 
can Sen. Lamar Alexander of 
Tennessee will oppose call- 
ing more witnesses in Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s 
impeachment trial, all but 
dashing Democratic efforts 
to hear more testimony and 
boosting odds the Senate 
will vote imminently to ac- 
quit, without new testimony, 
in a matter of days. 

Republican Sen. Susan 
Collins of Maine said late 
Thursday she would vote to 
allow witnesses in the im- 
peachment trial, building 
momentum for the Demo- 
crats’ effort. 

But Alexander then said 
in a statement there was “no 
need for more evidence,” 
giving the Trump team the 
likelihood of a Senate vote in 
its direction.
